IN THE FIELD of class work 
for high school credit the mathe­ 
matics course will be offered a- 
gain rn the spring term, and one in 
American history, both taught by 
members of the high school facul­ 
ty. There has been a change in 
instructors for the class in sales­ 
manship since the printing of the 
bulletins; the class will be taught 
bv Bruno Waara of the high school 
faculty rather than by Mr. Mook. 
A new course, “Figuring Your 
Income Tax,” will be given Wed­ 
nesday nights for four weeks, Feb­ 
ruary 16, 23, March 2, and 9, for 
a tuition fee of $4. The course 
will give practical analysis of the 
new tax laws. will discuss prob­ 
lems of ther average taxpayer, and 
give individual help on personal tax 
problems.

EXCERPTS from the report are 
as follows: 
At present the municipal water 
supply is obtained from four deep 
wells, with combined capacity of 
2,690 gallons per minute. This ca­ 
pacity could be increased to 3.800 
gallons per minute by recondition 
ing Wells No. 4 and 5. 
It has been estimated that addi­ 
tional wells will not be required 
until 1965 unless the forecast of 
population growth is exceeded, and 
assuming the 3.800 g.p.m. can be 
maintained after the rehabilitation 
of the two wells. 
Chemical analysis of water from 
the existing wells 
indicates 
the 
water has a hardness of about 16 
grains per gallon, iron content of 
.20 to .40 parts per million and a 
fluoride content of 1.0 per million. 
This is a moderately hard water 
with an objectionable amount 
of 
iron present. 
Presence of sodium 
fluoride, however, has a beneficial 
effect on the teeth of growing chil­ 
dren. 
Character of water from the ex­ 
isting wells will lend itself to soft­ 
ening by the Zeolite method.

AT PRESENT the village has a 
water storage 
capacity 
of 
2 Vi 
million gallons, which will be ade­ 
quate for several years. 
Water 
distribution 
system 
in 
Arlington includes 
approximately 
54 miles of cast iron pipe, 700 fire 
hydrants, 800 gate valves and over 
3,700 water meters. Water mains 6 
inches and 4 inches in diameter 
account for 82V6% of all 
existing 
mains, and additional mains have 
been recommended to provide bet­ 
ter distribution of water and the 
maintenance of higher pressure. 
The report said that softening of 
a municipal water supply has many 
advantages. For those who do not 
desire zero hardness water a muni­ 
cipal softening -installation would 
eliminate the purchase and opera­ 
tion of a household softening unit. 
For those who desire a zero hard­ 
ness water, either on the hot water 
supply or on the entire supply, the 
softening by the municipality to a 
5 grain rate would reduce the salt 
requirements of a household soft­ 
ener.

ANALYSIS of various methods 
of softening indicates that the Zeo­ 
lite method of softening for * Arl­ 
ington water would be the best and 
cheapest. 
The 
Zeolite 
process 
changes the calcium and magne­ 
sium compounds dissolved in the 
water which are soap consuming 
for sodium. 
/ 
Cost of construction of the soft­ 
ening facilities and other recom­ 
mended improvements, amortized 
over a period of years, together 
with additional annual 
operating 
costs and depreciation costs (esti­ 
mated to total $61,560 in 1956) 
can be met from the estimated an­ 
nual income of the sewer and wa­ 
ter utility to be derived from ex­ 
isting rates. 
Members of the water commit­ 
tee of the village board will further 
study the report and make a rec­ 
ommendation to the board.

OWNERS OF property farther 
to the south that are now included 
in the city of Rolling Meadows 
pleaded “me, too” but the board 
took the stand that any action a- 
long such lines was entirely up to 
the owners themselves.

It is presumed that the last of 
the signatures of owners in the 
immediate Palatine area will have 
been secured and official action 
can be taken by the Palatine village 
board next Tuesday night.

In presenting the seven points, 
Kloop said it is conceivable that

They are crispy and rich, made 
with a poland of butter, and will 
keep for weeks; in fact, their 
almond flavor improves with age 
Long-lasting 
flavor 
is

authentic 
French Dressing, the recipe for 
which Mrs. Tindall acquired in a 
French restaurant. Its tasty fla­ 
vor 
is 
derived 
from 
chopped 
chives, parsley and garlic, and is 
excellent to toss with crisp salad 
greens.

which Mrs. Tindall first enjoyeo 
at a quaint French restaurant call­ 
ed “The Singing Quail,” and which 
she duplicated at home is Veal 
Provencale.

WHEN AN AFGHAN girl reach­ 
es the age of fourteen, her elders

resist their first veil with all the 
vigor of a trapped animal, but the 
forces of decency make her con­ 
form.

Is House Number Legible? 
£S YOUR boose number doing its 
work? If it isn’t visible, day or 
night, you're due for a change! 
You can make a 
distin ctiv e set 
of house num ­ 
bers easily. The 
only materials 
needed are some 
Masonite Tem ­ 
pered P resd- 
wood and a key­ 
hole saw, which 
cuts curves. 
First, design the letters so they 
are of the correct size in propor­ 
tion to the house and entrance— 
but large enough to be visible from 
the street. Transfer the design to 
the tempered hardboard, 
thick, 
and start cutting. 
Sand down any rough edges. The 
numerals may be mounted directly 
on the siding, using waterproof 
glue or finishing nails, or placed 
on a piece of shaped hardwood. 
Paint the Tempered Presdwood 
on both sides, for weatherproofing 
reasons, before putting the num­ 
bers up. For a reflective surface, 
obtain from your hardware dealer 
tiny glass beads or a special tape.

And so has the uncertainty of getting 
the iron hot enough to do a satisfac­ 
tory job. 
For branding today can be done the 
electric way. So, too, can dehorning. 
Both the new brander and dehorner, 
illustrated, are made from the same 
type of sheathed electric heating ele­ 
ments used for many industrial and 
household devices. They can

plugged into any I IO-volt electrical 
outlet and will heat up in less than 
two minutes. The brander and de­ 
horner come equipped with heavy 
duty cords and molded plugs.

Deeds Effective 
At Farm er’s Death 
P e r s o n s sometimes execute 
warranty deeds during their lives 
that attempt to transfer real 
es- 
| tate as of the time of their death. 
: The deed or deeds are placed in 
I a safety deposit box or kept at 
home with a notation “to be given 
to my son John (or daughter Mary) 
at my death.” Occasionally a deed 
is given to a friend with direc- 
! tions that he give it to John or 
Mary at the owner’s death, unless 
the deed is taken back before then.

MOST TIMES a deed effective 
at death will convey the property 
as intended simply because no one 
contests the validity of the deed. 
But some deeds of this kind are 
challenged and the. courts often 
hold them invalid. When a deed 
effective at death is held invalid, 
the property passes to the heirs 
according to the laws of descent— 
unless the deceased had a will, 
In either case it is probable that 
the property will not go to the 
persons intended by the deceased. 
The reason that these deeds of­ 
ten fail is because the person is 
trying to evade the law of Illinois. 
The law sets forth in considerable 


I detail the method to transfer prop- 
, erty at death. The necessary in- 
| strument is called a will. Tf a 
will is not used, then the law 
states who is to receive the prop­ 
erty.

SINCE A WILL must be execut­ 
ed in accordance with statutory 
requirements (two witnesses are 
necessary), a deed is ineffective 
I to do the same job. A deed is 
signed and acknowledged but us­ 
ually not witnessed. 
However, it is possible to trans­ 
fer real estate effective at death 
using a lifetime deed. One way is 
to convey a remainder interest by 
I deed reserving a life estate. This 
method allows the owner to use 
the property and take the income 
during his life. At death the Drop- 
erty goes to the remainderman.

ANOTHER WAY is to place a 
warranty deed in the hands of a 
noninterested party with written 
directions covering disposition. If 
the deed cannot be recalled it is 
considered a present transfer with 
possession retained by the owner 
for his life. 
Using these instruments and di­ 
rections requires a knowledge of 
Illinois property law. It therefore 
is suggested that an attorney be 
employed to draft them.

Air Drying Boon To Corn Grower 


Because it enables early picking of corn at high moisture content 
and thus reduces field losses and risk of weather damage, ear-com 
drying is becoming increasingly popular with growers. The above 
photo-sketch shows how drying is accomplished with an economical 
unheated-air system featured by the Quonset ear-com drying and *tor- 
age building. Arrows indicate the movement of drying air being forced 
through the cora by a fan (not shown) located out-side the building 
and connected to the air tunnel. Laden with moisture picked up from 
the corn, the air goes out the end-wall louvre and openings in the tide- 
walls. The Quonset system’s drying tunnel and fan can be removed 
easily to convert the building for other uses when desired.

The Illinois commerce commis­ 
sion has announced that Northern 
Illinois Gas company will adjust 
its rates by reducing the “Cost of 
purchased gas adjustment factor 
in its rate schedules, resulting in 
refunding approximately $900,000 
to the utility’s 475,00fc gas custo­ 
mers in northern Illinois over the 
next twelve months. The adjust­ 
ment factor will be reduced to re­ 
flect a lower cost of gas as well as 
the $900,000 refund. The total a- 
mount of the refund and the re­ 
duction will be in excess of $1,- 
500,000 for the twelve month per­ 
iod. 
This action results from a rul­ 
ing by the Federal Power Com­ 
mission in Washington, which lim­ 
its the Texas Illinois Natural Gas 
Pipeline company, one of North­ 
ern Illinois Gas company’s sup­ 
pliers, to a 
wholesale 
rate in­ 
crease of $2,916,484, slightly less 
than half the $5,857,591 increase it 
had sought. Northern Illinois Gas 
had been paying the higher rates 
under bond and the refund to be 
made by it is based on the com­ 
pany’s portion of the pipeline re­ 
fund, including interest, which has 
accrued since February I, 1954. 
Since that date, the purchased gas 
adjustment factor has included the 
increase in the price of natural 
gas which had become effective 
under bond.

Vengeance for the Maine! 
Commodore Dewey’s 
squadron 
won a decisive victory over the 
Spanish fleet yesterday. 
The battle was fought off Cav­ 
ite, ten miles southwest of Manila. 
It lasted for several hours and re­ 
sulted in a crushing defeat 
for 
Spain. 
The American squadron arrived 
off the Phillippines on Saturday 
night, taking advantage of the 
darkness to gain a favorable posi­ 
tion. The attack on the Spanish 
fleet began soon after daylight 
yesterday morning. 
It was a terrific battle undoubt­ 
edly one of the fiercest and most 
brilliant in the history of naval 
warfare. The nine ships of 
t h e 
American fleet were outnumbered 
by those of Spain, but the Ameri­ 
cans were superior in armament. 
The 
Spanish 
sailors 
fought 
bravely, and refused to leave their 
burning ships when ordered to do 
so. Commander Cadarzo of the 
flagship went down with his vessel, 
and many of his crew perished 
with him. 
Others of the Spanish fleet were 
badly damaged, and were sunk to 
prevent their falling into the hands 
of the Americans. 
There was considerable loss of 
life on the Spanish side. 
The feeling in London is t h a t 
Commodore Dewey’s job cannot be 
considered complete until he has 
captured Manila, and that he will 
be in an awkward position until 
he succeeds in taking the city.

Now that the holidays are over 
and children are back in school 
their parents can do the young­ 
sters a favor by returning some 
of their toys to the same dark 
closets in which they were con 
cealed before Christmas.

Children are hampered psycho­ 
logically by too wide a choice of

But if the parents were care­ 
ful/in the colors and design of toys 
they purchased as gifts, and also 
gave some thought to the 
months 
ahead—preferably the summer va­ 
cation weeks—the tension will be 
eased considerably. 
“Too great a profusion of toys 
actually inhibits play,” says one 
child expert. “Children do not have 
a chance to use their own ideas 
if every time they turn around 
they see a new toy that suggests 
a new activity. 
“An oversupply of 
toys also 
works against concentration and 
encourages 
a 
desultory 
flitting 
from one activity to another. la 
the long run it produces boredom, 
not excitement.” 
Christmas is traditionally a time 
of lavish plenty for youngsters and 
the storing of those excess toys 
will remove a source of frustra­ 
tion for some children, and en­ 
courage them to save for the fu­ 
ture.

Please send me lh# necessary information needed 
lo make a modern limed oak finish. What is needed 
lo be done lo prevent the finish from darkening 
from age? 


Lime is seldom used in producing limed oak. It is produced 
by a mixture of whiting, zinc-white and wax. The first pro­ 
cedure is to thoroughly sandpaper the wood, then dust it 
off. The paste is then rubbed in just like ordinary filler and 
is wiped off clean. Sometimes painters merely give the 
wood a coat of ordinary flat white paint, which has been 
thinned with turpentine, and when this has set slightly, the 
surplus is rubbed off across the grain. If you follow the 
above procedure instead of using lime, you will produce a 
better looking job and you won’t have any trouble with 
darkening.

From time to time, persons in the various churches wonder why 
they are asked to send missionaries to other countries. They usually 
phrase their question in this manner, “Why try to change other peo­ 
ple, they’re pretty happy with their religion? If it weren’t satisfac­ 
tory, wouldn’t they change it themselves?” 
In a brief and objective manner, 
Charles S. Braden has attempted 
to tell the story of 
the 
various 
faiths in “ The World’s Religions.” 
He does not attempt to prove that 
Christianity is the best religion, 
nor does he try to compare any 
of the faiths. 
If it is comparison in which the 
reader is interested, he must make 
his own comparisons. 
This, for 
the thinking Christian may well be 
the most effective way in which 
the point might be made. 
There 
are 
several 
questions 
which the student must learn to 
ask, for which answers must be 
sought, answers which 
must 
be 
tested against the realities of life 
in the world. 
For example: In the considera­ 
tion of any religion, one must ask, 
What is the nature of God? Does 
the deity play the role of creator— 
if so, is it in a purposeful sense, 
a capricious 
sense, 
a 
vengeful 
sense? 
Is the deity regarded as 
indifferent to the creation and tile 
creatures: does the deity act in a 
providential or redemptive man­ 
ner? 
Is the conception of 
the 
deity tied to a flat world in which 
the incantations and ritual acts of 
the people are more important in 
establishing the divine relation to 
events than the findings of natural 
and social science? 
Every religion is based on a 
premise that the world and its peo­ 
ple are not happy without religious 
aid. AU religions have an ethical 
implication looking toward better­ 
ment of the individual or society 
or both together. How, then, does 
a given faith treat the problem of 
evil? Is evil an aspect of life to 
be escaped, or to be transformed? 
Is salvation to be obtained through 
acquiring a special kind of knowl­ 
edge, or is salvation received upon 
the divine initiative? How is this 
related to what we know of the 
psychological processes by which 
persons adjust or fail to adjust 
to the world and society? 
If we should read a book Uke 
Braden s, with questions like these 
in mind, we should shortly under­ 
stand the necessity for Christian 
missions — and the need for hu­ 
mility in our mission. 
We should 
then realize why a freed

stresses a renascent Hinduism as 
an aspect of 
nationalist 
feeling 
rather than as an affirmation of 
faith.

Borers, Not Trees 
Are Gulped Down 
By Woodpeckers 


In the winter, when home own­ 
ers suspend their war against out­ 
doors insect pests, winged arch­ 
enemies of wood-borers are busy 
routing out the insects. 
These are the woodpeckers, no­ 
tably the hairy woodpecker and its 
smaller cousin .the downy wood­ 
pecker, who dote on a borer diet. 
Even in November and December 
these delicacies make up about 
half the woodpecker diet, accord­ 
ing to Government surveys. 
The woodpeckers do a job that 
has 
thwarted 
scientists. 
While 
great insecticides have been de­ 
vised, man has yet to figure out 
a way to mass exterminate the 
wood boring pests once they are 
ensconced under the bark. 
Davey tree experts receive many 
inquiries about 
woodpeckers 
at 
this tL~ie. Home owners are con­ 
cerned about supposed damage to 
trees. In reality, the busy feather­ 
ed friends are just digging beaks 
into trunk and branches to get at 
their favorite tid-bits, says R. J. 
McWilliams, Davey field represen­ 
tative. 
And the tree man advises 
inducements to have the birds nest 
right on the home grounds. 
Best extra inducement to keep 
woodpeckers around 
during 
the 
winter months is to see that they 
are well supplied with suet.

Punch Card Tax 
Form Simplifies 
Method Of Filing 


A new punch-card federal tax 
font, for reporting 1954 income 
was described by director of in­ 
ternal revenue Ernest J. Sauber 
as the simplest return developed 
by the revenue sendee during the 
forty-year history of the federal 
income tax. 
“This is one federal tax return 
that can be filled in with the 
very minimum of trouble,” Direc­ 
tor Sauber said. “Devised 
for 
the employee whose total wages 
reported on his withholding state­ 
ment amounts to less than .$5,000, 
and who does not have more 
than $100 of other income, the 
return requires no mathematical 
computations,” he explained. 
The new punch Ccmd return, 
officially designated Form 1040A, 
is now available at all internal 
revenue offices, and can also be 
obtained at most banks, building 
associations and post offices. Be­ 
sides the punch card, taxpayers 
who elect to use the 
simplified 
form are furnished an instruction 
sheet which carries facsimiles of 
both sides of the card. After the 
data has been assembled on the 
instruction sheet, the 
taxpayer 
copies it on the punch card, re­ 
taining the rough draft for hi/ 
own records. 


Urge Motorists To 
Get Auto Licenses 


Secretary of state Charles 
N. 
Carpenter urged motorists to get 
their 1955 license plates immed­ 
iately, either by over-the-counter 
purchase in Chicago or by mail 
application. 
Secretary Carpentier especially

service for three reasons: It elim­ 
inates delay through the mail, it 
provides the motorist with a re­
